Here are tips for prolonging 
the life of garments made from 
the luxury fiber, cashmere. 
Wash most items instead of 
drycleaning because the laund­ 
ering agitation renews the soft­ 
ness of the fiber and keeps it 
fluffy. However, check instruc­ 
tions written on the tag of the 
garment to bo sure of what you 
should do. 
To wash a sweater: Make a 
pattern tracing the shape on 
a piece of paper. Submerge in 
warm or cool water in which 
the soap has already been dis­ 
solved, and soak for about five 
minutes. 
Agitate 
slightly 
but 
avoid 
rubbing. Rinse without agita- 
I tion at least twice in cool wat­ 
er. 
Roll in bath towels and 
spread on a dry towel.

Those are two ideas about 
life in the United States, based 
on observing the U S military 
here, cleared up in an eight- 
week course for West Berlin 
girls who have married Ameri­ 
can soldiers. 
The course covers everything 
from cocktails—o p t i 0 n a I— 
through potatoes — small por­ 
tions—to shorts—not too short. 
It is designed to prepare for 
life in the United Slates the 
300 Berlin girls who marry 
Americans every year. 
The girls get instruction in 
American fashion, diet, geogra­ 
phy, government, h i s t o r y , 
speech, and habits. 
The brides love the course 
but

soldier 
husbands 
have the suspicion that the 
American women’s club here 
established it to recruit the 
Berlin girls into the American 
matriarchy.

Earlier this month a bill was intro­ 
duced in the U.S. Senate which could 
have tremendous implications in the 
conduct of the Cold War. In fact, it 
might become the most important piece 
of legislation for the peace of the world 
to be considered by this or any other 
Congress. 
The bill is known as the Freedom 
Academy Bill. It calls for the creation of 
a Freedom Commission to plan and exe­ 
cute long-range operations aimed at 
winning the non-military part of the 
Cold War. 
In plain language, this means fight­ 
ing the Communists with every weapon 
we have, short of actual war. It means 
taking the offensive instead of waiting 
for the Reds to move first. It means 
acknowledging that the Cold War is all- 
out political warfare. 
Riding in tandem with the Freedom 
Commission will be a Freedom Acad­ 
emy. This, say the bill's sponsors, would 
be a kind of diplomatic West Point at 
which Cold War managers— the diplo­ 
mats, department 
officials, 
business 
leaders, scientists and others— would be 
trained in all the skills needed to carry 
on total political warfare. 
The Freedom Academy Bill was intro­ 
duced by Sen. Karl E. Mundt, (R.-S.D.). 
However, its co-sponsors include Demo­ 
cratic Senators Paul Douglas (111.), Tho­ 


mas Dodd (Conn.) and George Smathers 
(Fla.) and fellow Republican Clifford 
Case (N.J.). Similar legislation is being 
introduced in the House by Congress­ 
man Syd Herlong fD.-Fla.) and Walter 
Judd (R.-Minn.) 
Senator Mundt noted one of the real 
tragedies in our recent conduct of the 
Cold War: we have devoted most of our 
energies to meeting Communist attacks, 
rather than going on the political, psy­ 
chological and propaganda offensives 
ourselves. We have met the e ne m v 
piecemeal, one thrust at a time. We have 
had no plan other than to react to his 
plans. 
It seems to us that one of the most 
cogent reasons for approving the Free­ 
dom Academy Bill is the admission im­ 
plicit in such passage that the Cold War 
is total, long-range war. It may not turn 
“ hot” in our lifetime, but chances are it 
won’t become any less total. Nor will the 
stakes become any less high. 
Entrenched bureaucracy in Washing­ 
ton has opposed bold action that could 
have put us on the offensive in the Cold 
War. It can happen again. 
If you favor creation of the Freedom 
Academy to match the all-out political 
warfare policies of the Red world, let 
our Congressman Clement W. Miller 
and our Senators Clair Engle and Tho­ 
mas Kuchel know your views.

For another example con­ 
sider the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company.

continually maintain a huge 
expansion program to keep

with 
the 
population 
growth, yet the cost of a cubic 
foot of gas has gone down 
through the years when allow­ 
ance is made for the decline 
in purchasing power of the 
dollar. 
It is true that the more 
people you have the more it 
costs to govern them. But it 
should cost less per person, 
so taxes per person should 
go down.

WASHINGTON — The 34.- 
000.000 voters who supported 
the Republican presidential 
nominee last November and 
others concerned about the 
healthy functioning of the 
twro-party system ought to 
know that 
the 
Republican 
members of Congress are lit­ 
erally throwing away one of 
their most effective instru­ 
ments of party strength. 
They are permittitng the 
majority to rule them off the 
course. 
The minority leadership is 
acquiescing in 
a disability 
which strikes from its hands 
one of the best means of put­ 
ting its case to the voters and 
which impairs its usefulness 
to the country. 


IN PART THROUGH heed­ 
lessness and in part through 
connivance, the Republicans 
are failing to equip most of 
the principal policy-making 
committees of the House and 
the Senate With anything oth­ 
er than anemic, inadequate, 
and 
incompetent 
minority 
professional staffs. 
Here is the central fact 
which reveals how true this 
is and how bad it is; Serving 
the 23 
committees in the 
House of Representatives, the 
Democratic majority has a to­ 
tal staff of 285 professional 
advisers and experts, while 
the Republican minority has 
a total professional staff of 
21. 
It doesn't have to be that 
way. But for years the House 
Republican 
leadership 
has 
done nothing about it. 


THIS MAY LOOK like a 
technical, housekeeping mat­ 
ter, having more to do with 
patronage than policy. But it 
is a key to the vitality and 
substance of Republican pol­ 
icy. 


If the Republican members 
of Congress are ever to be in 
a position to clarify, expound, 
and defend their stand on the 
major issues presented by 
President Kennedy and to ad­ 
vance 
constructive 
alterna­ 
tives of their own, they must 
get a steady flow of adequate, 
reliable, competent research 
ana information from an ade­ 
quate, reliable, and compe­ 


tent professional staff. This 
staff must be at the sendee 
of the minority, selected by 
the minority, and working for 
it. 


The Republicans have noth­ 
ing approaching such a staff 
today. They have lost it by 
default. They can get such a 
staff only when the Republi­ 
can members of the House 
Administration Committee re­ 
alize what they are throwing 
away — and do something 
about it. 


IS ANYTHING going to be 
done about it? 


At the beginning of the 
present Congress, Rep. Thom­ 
as B. Curtis of St. Louis, Mo., 
one of the most intelligent 
and 
respected 
Republican 
members of the House, wrho 
has long been pressing for ac­ 
tion, wrote a new' appeal to 
Minority Leader 'Charles Hal- 
leck in which he said: 


“ I urge that the staffing of 
committees 
with 
adequate 
and objective personnel by 
the majority and that the pro­ 
viding of staff personnel for 
the minority be made issues 
for w'hich the Republicans 
will fight . . . Most of the 
ground work for this effort 
will have to be made by our 
minority 
members 
of 
the 
House Administration Com­ 
mittee.” 


So far Mr. Curtis’s appeal 
has had all the impact of an 
echo in an empty canyon.
